Summary of Hetos from the Far Gast, 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present French mail brings advices from this port to 
the 12th August; and by the Pacific mail we have two days 
later news, viz., to the 14th August ; the French mail from Lon. 
don, 19th June, arrived out on the 4th August, and the following 
P. and O. mail of 26th June was received on the 11th August. 
The advices have been to a great extent anticipated by the 
copious telegram which appeared in our issue of the 2lst ult. 


The Japan Herald says, we are still without any news from 
Formosa, and the China papers state that the Japanese remain 
there inactive, whilst China (according to the same source) is 
biding her time, and is determined not to strike until she can 
do so with irresistible force. Knowing by old experience with 
European nations the advantages of a small but well-drilled and 
well-armed body over an undisciplined mob, she has resolved 
not to risk an attack until she is in every way prepared. 
Meanwhile the Japanese are evidently uncomfortable at the 
prospect before them. We mentioned in our last that Mr. 
Le Gendre had been sent to China to attempt to negotiate a 
settlement of the affair. It however appears that even the 
talents of that gentleman, added to those of Yanagiwara, the 
regularly accredited Envoy, are thought to be unequal to the 
emergency, for Okubo, the Minister of Finance (who is thought 
to be one of the ablest men in the present Government), left here 
by the last steamer en row‘e to China, on a special mission, ac- 
companied by M. Boissonade, a French legist attached to the 
Shihosho, who is to act as adviser. In connection with Mr. Le 
Gendre we may mention that a telegram received here states 
that he was arrested at Amoy by marines from a U.S. gunboat. 
There has not as yet been time to receive lettera in confirmation 
of this intelligence. It has also transpired that the Japanese 
Government despatched one of the foreign employé3 of the navy 
under an assumed name to China to collect intelligence as to the 
strength of the Chinese fleet,,&c. Meanwhile, reinforcements 
are being forwarded from Nagasaki to the support of the ex- 
pedition, 
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The following items of intelligence are from the Japan Mail :— 

The attitude of the Japanese and Chinese Governments with 
reference to the Formosa question is, so far ag we are able to 
learn, unchanged, although the activity exhibited by the former 
in the purchase of ships, arms, and munitions of war would 
seem to indicate the possibility of a tinal resort to a warlike 
solution of the difficulty. It is to be hoped, however, that an 
arrangement, fair to the Government of this country and honour- 
able to both, may result from the mission of Okubo, who has 
proceeded to Chjna with the view of conducting negotiations 
at Peking. 

Passports are now igsued by the Japanese Government for 

rsons who for purposes of health or business may require 
Ken, on the demand of the representatives of the different 
nationalities. Foreigners in Japanese employ are subject to the 
same restrictions as other foreigners. 

The American Consulate of Yokohama has been raised to a 
Consulate-General. General T. Van Buren has been commis- 
sioned to the post by his Goverment, and Mr. Mitchell, who for 
several months past has discharged the Consular duties with 
much ability and credit, has returned to the office of Vice-Consul, 
which he had previously occupied. 

The line of telegraph between Awomori and Yedo is rapidly 
approaching completion, and before the fine season closes it is 
hoped that the deep-sea cable will have been laid across the 
Straita of Tsugar. The laying of a third line of wire to Naga- 
saki is also nearly completed. 

General Myers and Colonel Lyford, of the United States 
army, have been presented to the Mikado by Mr. Bingham, and 
have delivered the presents which the President had forwarded 
for his Royal Highness. 

The following Ministers have been promoted to the rank of 
Sangi :—Kuroda Kiyotaka, Chief of the Kaitakushi Depart- 
ment ; Yamagata Aritaki, War Minister ; and Ijichi Maguharu 
the Chief of Sa-In. 

A considerable reduction in the rates for telegrams to Europe 
has been recently made by Messrs. Reuter and Co. and the 
Oriental Telegram Company ; ten words can now be sent for $20. 

The past fortnight has been unusually cool. The hill country 
in the vicinity of Yokohama has been visited with heavy rains, 
and some fears are entertained for the safety of the crops. 

Mr. Morris Jenks, charged with having a gambling establish- 
ment at No. 38, Water-street, has been fined by Mr. Mitchell in 
the sum of $500, the extreme penalty according to statute.

HIOGO-OSAKA. 


Our advices extend to the 17th August ; the P. and O. mail 
from London June 26 arrived out on the 16th August. 

The statistics of trade for the six months ending June 30th, 
1874, compiled by the Hiogo and Osaka Chamber of Commerce, 
show the value of the deliveries of goods as compared with 
stocks last half-year to be as follows :—Grey Shirtings delivered 
this half, $448,774; stock last half, $357,369. T-Cloths, 
$19,776, against $2,957. Cotton Yarn, $199,226, against 


$174,054. Mousselines de Laine, $293,480, against $290,610. 
Lustres and Orleans, $293,480, against $290,610. Sugar, 
$59,477, against $105,615. Sundries, $427,426, against 
$594,115. 


Several rumours (says the Hiogo News) having been afloat 
during the last few days as to travelling in the interior—one of 
them we think went the length of saying that “the countr, 
was open”—it may be as well to state what is really the case. It 
has been arranged, then, that anyone wishing to take a jaunt 
beyond Treaty limits for health or pleasure may apply to his 
Consul, when the application will be forwarded to his Minister, 
with the Consul’s opinion endorsed on it. The Minister will 
then in due course issue a pass if he see no sufficient reason for 
refusing it. It will thus be seen that this concession is all very 
well—though accompanied with cumbersome details—as far as 
it goes, but that the main question of the opening of the country 
to foreigners is scarcely touched by it. 

The ‘Municipal Council has held its regular monthly meeting, 
when Mr. Annesley was elected President, in place of Mr. 
Gower. 

SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 16th 


August ; no later mail from London had arrived out, but the 
French mail of 3rd July was expected the day this mail left. 
The following summary of news is from the Worth China 
Herald :-— 


Local news has been scarce during the week, and floating 
rumours of complications between China and Japan, arising out 
of the Formosa Expedition, have engaged a great deal of atten- 
tion. The P.M. 8.8. Yew York has been purchased by the 
Japanese Government for $240,000. The property on the 
Pootung side known as Lindsay’s Wharf has also been sold to the 
Japanese for Tls. 10,000. It will probably be used by Govern- 
ment vessels as a naval yard. 
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» We hear that the “Takee” property, on which the present 
Gencral Hospital stands, has been bought by Messrs. Butterfield 
and Swire. The price is reported as $190,000, and the brokerage 
on the transaction is said to have been something handsome, 
Apropos of the sale, we hear also that the lot of land immedi. 
ately beyond the 5. S. N. lower wharf, Hongkew, is likely to be " 
the site of the new hospital. 

A meeting of subscribers to the Shanghai Library has been 
held, to consider the report of the committee appointed to solicit 
pecuniary aid from the Recreation Fund. The report stated that 
the trustees of the Recreation Fund could not grant the required 
assistance, and resolutions were therefore passed to the effect 
that unless a larger number of subscribers were obtained, or 
subscriptions raised in some other way, the library must cease to 
exist and the books be sold. The Rev. Canon Butcher and Dr, 
Macgowan, however, took a more hopeful view of the matter, 
and believed this long-established institution to be capable of 
complete resuscitation and enhanced utility. The residents gene- 
rally are to be canvassed in that hope. 

A serious case of wounding with a knife happened on the 7th 
August, the sufferer being Sergeant Bird, of he English Muni- 
cipal Police, and the assailant a man named Hanssen, formerly a 
member of the same force, but now serving on board the United 
States gunvessel Monocucy. Notice had been given that Hanssen 
and others of the crew were absent without ‘leave on the night 
named, and Sergeant Bird and P. C. Jensen were looking out for 
them, having a warrant for their apprehension. They traced Hans- 
sen and another man to several places, and at length Bird endea- 
voured to apprehend the prisoner, Jensen having left him to go for 
a French constable, as they could not execute the warrant on the 
French side. They had a tussle together, and both fell, when Bird 
felt a numbing sensation in his left wrist and arm, and saw blood 
flowing ina stream from his wrist. Hanssen got up and ran 
away again, and Bird, wrapping a handkerchief round his wrist, 
got into a jinricksho, and hastened to the Central Police Station, 
where he had no sooner arrived than he fainted from loss of 
blood. Dr. Henderson and Dr. Johnson were sent for, and it 
was found that Bird’s wrist was so deeply cut across the inner 
side that the main artery was sevcred, and there had been great 
probability of his bleeding to death. The artery was, however, 
successfully taken up, and the wound dressed, but it is doubtful 
if the hand will ever again be serviceable. The prisoner was cap- 
tured and taken before Mr. Bradford, at the U.S. Consulate- 
general. He was remanded until the wounded man is able to 
appear against him. 

he S.S.N. steamer Hupch has arrived late from Ningpo, 
having been detained by running on the Blockhouse spit. The 
mishap we understand was occasioned by the difficulty of deter- 
mining the position when running on a dark night between the 
lightship and the Woosung light, with only the Kintoan beacon 
abeam to steer by, while the tidal current influences the coure 
of the vessel, and the lead forms but an uncertain guide. It bas 
been suggested that a light where the Blockhouse buoy is placed 
would be an improvement on the present arrangement in running 
up to Woosung. The Z gee held the spit for some six hours, 
till the tide rose, when she backed off aid: proceeded. While on 
the shoal, a movement of the vessel caused her rudder to strike the 
ground, and the wheel flying round with a jerk, hit a Chinaman 
who was in charge of it. The man’s arm was also caught in the 
rotating wheel and broken in four places. The doctor of the 
M.M. str. SindA was fortunately on board as a_passenger, and 
attended to the man’s injuries. The force of the jerk, we ar 
informed, snapped the rods uniting the rudder quadrant to the 
rudder, on the passenger deck, and the steamer had afterw 
to be steered from the cargo deck. The Customs’ steamer 
Kuahsing brought up the passengers to Woosung, whence they 
reached Shanghai in the launch of the Telegraph Company! 
steamer Joseph Dodds, the captain cf which readily and courteously 
acceded to a request preferred by Mr. O. B. Bradford, one of 
their number. The // — got up the same evening. 

We hear that the Chinese authorities at Foochow have a 
corded permission to the Great Northern Telegraph Company, 
under certain restrictions, to erect a landline between Foochow 
and Amoy, a distance of about 130 miles. We have noth 
details of the concession, but we believe the Formosan affair his 
urged the Chinese to the step, and that though the line is to be 
mainly for commercial purposes, special facilities for off 
business are to be given. ; 

The proposal to found a lodge of Good Templars in Shanghal 
has been met with such lukewarmness by the chiefs of the local 
Temperance Society,{that only four signatures are as yet attac 
to the pe and at least ten petitioners being required by the 
rules of the Order, the proposal remains in abeyance. 

A Chinese bumboatman has been drowned by falling from the 
gangway of the U.S.S. Monocucy. His boat it appears was not 
the one which regularly supplied the ship, but he had been 
board offering his wares for sale, and was leaving the ship, whet 
from some unexplained cause he fell into the water and never 
rose again. The man’s mother came to the U.S. Consulate short 
afterwards and claimed redreaa, alleging that blame attached t 
some one on the ship, F 

It is stated that on his last visit to Ningpo, the Futai, or ae 
vincial governor, of Chekiang, ordered an inspection ¢ 
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Chinhai forts, and expressed great anxiety to have them put in 
a thoroughly efficient state of repair. Bomb-proof chambers 
and other means for strengthening them were also sugested, 
but the means were not forthcoming for the work, which seems 
likely, therefore, to stop short at cleaning and clearing up the 
existing fortifications. It must be satisfactory to the Imperial 
Government, with the prospect of a war on its seaboard, to have 
the assurance of the same high functionary that he was well 
satisfied, on his late tour of military inspection, with the effi- 
ciency of the troops in the good old Chinese formulas of land and 
water drill. But the surprising thing is, that we should find the 
Chinese reporting on the satisfactoriness of their own system, 
and at the same time anxiously endeavouring to get their forces 
on a foreign war footing. 

The brig Laughing Ware, from Freemantle, which has arrived 
here, with a cargo of sandalwood, reports that, on weighing 
anchor on the 9th August, six miles inside the Lightship, she 
hooked and brought to the surface sixty fathoms of telegraph 
cable, which it is supposed must have been stolen and after- 
wards dropped into the water again to prevent detection. The 
Laughing Wave brought the wire to Shanghai. It is of seven- 
teen strands and one inch in diameter. 

A court-martial has been held on board H.M.S. Tron Duke, at 
Nagasaki, to try the sailmaker of H.M.S. Thistle, for being 
absent from his ship without leave, and also for refusing to 
work under the orders of the boatswain. For the double offence 
he was sentenced to nine months’ hard labour at Hong Kong. 

One of the escort men of the British Legation at Peking, named 
Quarry, met with a fatal accident on the 2Sth July. He had 
been attempting to shoot foxes in the Legation grounds, and 
fired at a black cat, taking it for one. Finding that he had only 
wounded the animal, it is thought he incautiously struck at it 
with the butt of his gun, when the second barrel went off and 
the contents lodged in his heart. The body of the unfortunate 
man was only discovered next morning, lying near the mound. 

A correspondent writes from Newchwang on 5th August that 
“there seems no doubt the trade between Korea and China has 
been resumed as formerly, though it is doubtful how long it will 
last. The policy of the present Government of Korea is likely to 
lead, also, to a friendly intercourse with the Roman Catholic 
Missionaries, who are very sanguine about it.” 

t An alligator has been caught in the Ser ey opposite Chin- 
kiang. e alligator appears to have drifted down with the 
stream until opposite the Consular Bluff, when it was caught by 
the up current and floated up to the hulk of the S. S. N. Co. 
Here Mr. R. Talbot Williams espied it, and getting together 
some of his boatmen, gave chase in a gig. ‘Ihe noose of a rope 
was made fast to his tail, when he immediately dived, but peite 
caught up with a round turn, came again to the surface, an 
inde strenuous efforts to burst his bonds. But all was in vain, 
and the prize was dragged ashore in triumph. From the tip of 
its nose to the extremity of the tail it measures six feet four 
inches, and its weight is close on 200 lbs. It was placed in a 
small artificial pond in the American Consulate, where it lies 
apparently contented, for it makes no effort to escape.

FOOCHOW. 
The subjoined items of news from this port are from the 


Foochow Herald:— 


The negotiations for erecting a telegraphic wire between this 
port and Amoy have been finally settled. By the steamer 
Nansing, from Shanghai, the arrival is noted of V. Hoffmeyer, 
Esq., the chief electrician of the Great Northern Telegraph Com- 

y. He has been busily engaged with the native authorities 
in arranging the preliminaries of what it is hoped shortly to re- 
cord as an accomplished fact. This gentleman has been ably 
assisted by Mr. Delano, U.S. Consul at this port. He will start 
overland for Amoy shortly, with a view to making a survey for 
the'proposed land line of telegraph to the above-named port, and 
will be accompanied by Mr. Henningsen, of the Great Northern 
Telegraph Company, and also by a number of Mandarins and 


soldiers. The construction of the line will, it is understood, be- 


commenced at once. 

We understand that an investigation has been held at H.B.M.’s 
Vice-Consulate, Pagoda Anchorage, into the mutinous conduct of 
the crew of the British ship Undine, whilst on her voyage from 
the Colonies. We have not as yet received a copy of the finding 
of the Court. 

The Buddhist monastery of Kushan is at present, and has been 
for some time past, the pleasant resort of a number of Christian 
missionaries, anxious, no doubt, to convert the Buddhist Fathers, 
by precept, as well as by example. 

The Chinese Government are inviting tenders for the purchase 
of large quantities of gunpowder, and it is rumoured that the 
Arsenal will be re-opened very shortly.

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FORMOSA. 
Tue JAPANESE EXPEDITION. 

The Foochow Herald states that it is authentically informed 
that the Japanese fleet lately cruising in Formosan waters have 
disappeared for the present, but there still remains a force of 
about 3,000 Japanese troops on the island. We can but con- 
jecture that the ships have gone to Japan for reinforcements. 
Pending the results of the diplomatic interviews between the 
Chinese and the Japanese officials at Peking, the entire expedi- 
tion may be said to be in abeyance. The surmise has been 
hazarded that, if war ensue, the Japanese, with their usual 
astutencss, may leave their small army in Formosa, securely 
posted by this time no doubt, to divert the celestial hosts, and 
turn their attention to the mainland, the coasts of which will 
have been drained of effective soldiery ! We believe it is a fact 
that they have been large buyers lately of charts of the Yangtaze 
and the Coast waters of China. The Chinese, on the other hand, 
have been restricting their inquiries to charts of Formosa. ‘There 
can be no doubt that if the countries come into collision at an 
early date China will be badly off, with her present naval and 
military disorganisation. 

From Chinkiang we learn that preparations were being pro- 
ceeded with there for the embarkation of troops for Formosa. 
From 10,000 to 20,000 Chinese troops are reported to have 
reached ‘Tsing-kiang-pu, above Yangchow, on their way via the 
Grand Canal to Chinkiang, where it is expected part of them 
will embark on board the transports now lying there, and pro- 
ceed to Formosa, A correspondent writes :—I am credibly in- 
formed that fully 20,000 men from Li Hung Chang’s camp at 
Pao-ting-fu and its neighbourhood are on their way here, and 
that they will shortly be sent South. There are four Chinese 
steam-gunboats and the screw-steamer Aden here, waiting their 
arrival. The renowned Admiral of the Yangtsze, Peng Yu-lin, 
is here now, and on dit he is also bound Formosa-wards, I have 
just heard, however, that he has left for Peking. 

A correspondent of the Hong Kong Daily Press writes as fol- 
lows under date, Taku, 13th Augut :— 

Nothing whatever is going on at Lang-kiaou. Such at least is all 
that the corvettes and gun-vessels—British, Russian, and Chinese— 
that have been running up and down the coast and haunting the 
Pescadores can learn, The weather here, indeed, for some time past 
has not been fit for operations of any kind, and would have put a stop 
to anything that might have been intended. The Chinese have not 
done much more than the Japanese. They have armed a fort at Anping 
with a few old eighteon-pounders, and have landed a large battery of 
Krupp guns, which they have stored away in Taiwanfoo. There is no 
sign yet of the soldiers from the mainland. I am glad to say that those 
destined for Takoa will only be brought down here if it becomes 
necessary to defend the port. Till then they are to be stationed about 
three miles inland, where they will have a little more room to breathe. 
A camp is already being prepared for them under the superintendence 
of Mr. H. O. Brown. 

A party of savage chiefa from Pelam, a place or tract on the East 
Coast, have been disporting themselves at Taiwanfoo. They have 
come, or have been brought, for the purpose of acknowledging in some 
way their allegiance to China. And I believe that they have given 
most satisfactory assurances of their loyalty and fidelity. Ever since 
the first arrival of the Japanese, whether from fear or from hope of 
receiving presents, the savages seem one and all, with the exception of 
the Bawtans, to have been only too anxious to Ko-tow to, swear obe- 
dience to, or join in alliance with, anyone who asked them. But I 
should think that there was equally little chance of their professions 
being sincere, or their promises lasting. The Pelam chiefs wore a 
mixture of Chinese and savage dress, and were resplendent with barbaric 
ornaments, leopard skins, scarlet embroidery, and the like. One or 
two of them even had infantine pigtails under cultivation at the back 
oe their heads, appearing incongruous enough by the side of their savage 

ery. .

The Chairman, having read the notice eiieg meeting, 
said the report had been in the hands of the shareholders for 
several days, and he thought it was not necessary for him to 
read it. Before he asked them to accept it, however, he wished 
to make a few remarks :— 

The Chairman then said: Gentlemen,—I am in a less fortunate 
position than my predecessors in this chair, as on this occasion I have 
to present you with an unsatisfactory report, but I hope the next time 
we meet that it may be my pleasant duty to reverse the situation, and 
announce the welcome news of a fair if not a handaome dividend. Our 
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misfortunes during the past six months may be said to have com- 
menced with the famine in India, which caused a sudden advance in 
exchange of 6 to 7 per cent., which did not result satisfactorily to the 
Bank on the whole. In addition to this the demand for money has 
been small, owing to the general contraction in trade. In Shanghai, 
too, our anticipations of high exchanges this season were not realised, 
though at one time the tightness of the money market there looked as if 
our opinion would be verified, but you are all aware of the collapse that 
took place in that market almost before large shipments of produce began, 
end in consequence much of our money, laid in at comparatively high 
rates, had to be remitted at a considerable loss. Such an unfortunate 
event is not likely to occur again. Furthermore, in Japan we met with 
a similar unexpected result in an operation that had heretofore proved 
remunerative to the Bank. In the early part of the year the Japanese 
metallic currency is usually cheap and forms a good investment, and 
acting upon our past experience we bought a considerable amount of 
this currency, expecting to realise a good profit upon it about May or 
June, but the Japanese Government entirely upset our calculations by 
making large issues of paper currency—so that the result of our 
operations was anything but satisfactory. It may be as well to state 
that the present manager in Yokohama is in no way responsible for 
this transaction. All these matters combined have caused our small 
profits, and are not likely again to occur. We now come to the losses, 
which, as already stated in the report, have been very severe, and some 
of them wholly unexpected. I may mention here that not one of the 
losses now provided for was known at the date of our last meeting. 
Unfortunately they have all come upon us since. The most severe 
comes to usfrom London. 0: there had, on his own respon- 
sibility and without our knowledge or consent, made some considerable 
transactions in bonds and securities outside of English and Indian 
Government paper, and the result has been a heavy luss. We have 
considered it advisable and best in your interest to provide fully for 
this loss, though we do not accept it on account of the Bunk, and in 
the meantime we have asked for explanations. It is possible a portion 
of the loss may be recovered. —Sugat Refinery 1 have now to speak of 
the Sugar Refinery. We thought we a y fully provided for 
all deficiencies on this account prior to our last meeting, but un- 
fortunately severe losses have occurred in some shipments of sugar 
to California and Australia, "which were made before the Chinese 
began to buy the produce of the Refinery so freely. These we 
thought had already been fully provided for, but the several 
markets have become still more unfavourable, and a further deficiency 
upon our last valuations had to be made good. This estimated defi- 
ciency has now been provided, and, as it may be some satisfaction 
to shareholders to see how the account with the Refinery stands 
at present, a statement of it will be open to inspection in the chief 
manager's office for a few days. It may interest you all to known that 
the Refinery continues to work satisfactorily, nearly all the sugar manu- 
factured being taken by Chinese at prices which leave a fair profit.

The P. and O. steamer Kash- 
gar broke her propeller, and is repairing at Suez. Sunderland, Oct. 2. 
—A telegram from Hong Kong announces that the Malvern foundered 
in the typhoon ; all hands lost. Advices from St. Helena state that the 
Nederland and Orange, Phatf, from Saigon to Rotterdam, which put in 
there, 20th Aug., with damage, discharged about 300 tons cargo to get 
at the leak ; it was then stopped, and some slight repaira were then 
effected, the discharged cargo was reshipped, and the vessel proceeded 
9th Sept. The surveyors reported that, so far as could be seen, the 
cargo appeared to be in good order ; 10th Sept.—The Tennyson, M‘Kin- 
lay, from Batavia to Queenstown, which put in there, 4th July, making 
water, has landed 3,924 baskets of sugar up to the present time. The 
services of a diver belonging to H.M.S. Barracouta, were obtained 27th 
Aug., for the purpose of discovering and stopping the leak. The diver ex- 
amined her and reported a great amount of copper off just abaft the 
stern post, and many shevts off in other places. A survey was held 
28th by two officers and a carpenter of the Barracouta and they re- 
commend the following repairs to be effected, viz., the defective beams 
to be fished and an iron breasthoop to be introduced im addition to the 
one broken, the copper to be repaired as far as possible when the vessel 
is heeled over, the mizenmast to be fished and the caulking when slack 
to be made good. The surveyors declared that the vessel would then 
be fit to take two-thirds of her full cargo to England, where she would 
immediately go into dock.

Those of our readers who take an interest in “ Chinese Pro- 
verbs ” will find a brief paper on the subject in the October part 


‘of All the Year Round. To quote the writer's own words, he 


“ cites from various sources a few of the numerous aphorisms, 
maxims, and proverbs current among the Chinese, many of which 
will suggest parallel sentiments in our own and other languages.” 
His sources of information are probably varied ; we notice at 
least two or three examples which are drawn from Prémare's 
“Notitia Lingue Sinice ” (Malacca, 1831). From the following 
simile it is evident that looking-glasses are appreciated by 
Chinese ladies : “ Without a clear mirror a woman cannot know 
the state of her own face ; without a true friend a man cannot 
discern the errors of his own actions.” 

The Geographical for October has nothing relative to the East, 
with the Sere ie of a paper on Formosa, accompanied by & 
map of the island. Speaking of the productions of Formosa, 
the writer (Mr. Ravenstein) says :—“ Nature has been ve 
bountiful with respect to the natural productions of the island, 
and tropical plants, as well as many others of more temperate 
regions, attain there a high degree of perfection. The cultiva- 
tion of the tea plant has been introduced from China, and is 
rapidly on the increase, which is not to be wondered at, as an 
acre can be made to return £10 without the cultivator being ex- 
posed to much risk.” 

The Anti-Slavery Reporter quotes an announcement from a 
Lima paper in which 123 Chinese coolies are offered for sale 
together with mules and oxen. This matter, says the Reporter, 
is worthy the attention of the Chinese Commissioners. Wit 
reference to the proclamation of the Portuguese Government 
about the Macao coolie trade it states that nine weeks after the 
date of the proclamation a cargo of 663 Chinese coolies sailed 
from Macao to Callao.

THE TYPHOON AT HONG KONG. 

The Eastern Extension Australasin and China Telegraph Company 
received the following telegram yesterday from their agent at Singa- 
pore :—“ Particulars of Hong Kong typhoon received report that ship- 
ping suffered most ; but damage to roads and houses throughout the 
city enormous. Gas and water mains and subterranean wires exposed. 
Number of lives lost unknown, but severe. Praya demolished.” 


TYPHOON IN JAPAN. 
JYOKOHAMA, Sept. 28.—A typhoon has occurred in Southern Japan, 
destroying 1,000 junks and 6,000 houses, and destroying the loss of 


300 lives. 
THE ASSASSINATION OF HERR HABER. 
Yoxonama, Sept. 28.—The assassin who murdered Herr Haber, the 
German Consul at Hakodadi, has been sentenced to death, and the 
Mikado has expressed his regret at the occurrence. The German 
Minister demands that the wearing of swords near the foreign scttle- 
ment should be forbidden. 


THE NETHERLANDS. 

THE Hacvr, Oct. 2.—Yesterd1y evening the Minister of the Colonies 
gave a grand banquet in honour of the commanders of the second Ex- 
pedition to Sumatra, at which the Prince of Orange and Prince Alex- 
ander and the chief civil and military authorities were present. The 
Colonial Minister proposed the toast of the Army and Navy of the 
Indies, which, he said, had so greatly contributed to the success of the 
expedition. The Prince of Orange proposed the health of the Generals 
present, to which General van Swieten replied, and suid that an indis- 
soluble tie existed between the country and the House of Orange. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMBTERDAM, SEPT. 30. 

Mr. Van der Heim laid before the Chamber last Saturday his exposé 
of our financial position, which is, I am happy to add, relatively very 
favourable. The favourable balances of the two former years are 
certainly not large, but there is no deficit. The total of the estimated 
expenditure for 1875 is about, 110 millions of florins, that is ten millions 
more than in 1874. This excess is caused by various items of the 
national expenditure, railways, public works, navy fertresses, &c. 
The revenue is estimated at about 103 millions, so that there will be a 
probable deticit of 74 millions. This, however, need cause no anxiety. 
Judging by the results obtained in the last few years, the deficit will 
be more than covered by the surplus arising from the batiy slot, the 
Java revenue, and the continuous increase of the ordinary receipts, 
so that it will not be necessary to issue any treasury bonds. As 
I have stated already, it is not the intention of the Minister to make 
any partial change in the present system of taxation. As an illus- 
tration of the still-increasing prosperity of the country, the Minister 
said :—‘‘ We have been able to provide for all our wants, even 
our war in Atchin, without having recourse to extraordinary measures, 
and this is a good augury for the future.” The Liberal papers of course 
complain that the batig slot remains the cork which keeps up the credit 
of Holland, while the Conservatives, led by the Dagblad, lament that 
under this Cabinet the Javanese are not more severely squeezed than 
they are. Varictus delectar. The first meeting of the Chamber and of 
the new Cabinet proves that the change of Government will occasion 
but a very small difference in the administrative business of the 
country. There are remarkable signs that no revolution is to be ex- 
pected in the affairs either of home or in colonial matters. The new 
Cabinet is wise enough to refuse to grant pledges of great Adminis- 
trative reforms ; it has not accepted office under promise to distin- 

ish itself by sensational legislation. This, at least, is something to 

thankful for. 

According to the Colonial report (page 132), the Minister Fransen 
Van de Putte had prepared a Bill for the construction of a railway 
over the whole island of Java. If I am well informed, Mr. Van Golt- 
stein will inaugurate a more practical system. He will begin by con- 
atructing a railway from Sourabaya and Passaroeang to Malang, which 
you will remember was the original plan. The Minister of the Home 
Department has also made some alterations in the scheme of his pre- 
Wecessor in respect to the plan to complete our home railways. Instead 


’ of granting the concession to a syndicate of bankers he intends to 
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grant it to several corporations and societies. Other rumours, however, 
say that the syndicate will be favoured, but on other terms. The 
Ministry refuses, for the present, to give any decision on the point, Mr. 
Van Goltstein stating, in answer to Mr. Gratama, that we must wait fur 
further particulars about the Bill to provide Java with railways, until 
the document is actually laid beforo the members. It is now under 
examination by the Council of State. 

The “ Budget speech” of the Minister has msde a favourable im- 
pression at the Bourse, and the prices of our national funds have 
slightly advanced. The general business, however, is, and seems likely 
to remain, very quiet. 

A great festival will take place on Saturday next at Leyden, to cele- 
ine the 300th anniversary of our delivery from the Spanish usurpa- 

ion. 





GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hameura, Serv. 29. 

In the offices of the Chancellor great activity prevails in order to 
make up the Budget for next year, so as to send it in to the Bundes- 
rath in the course of this week, as it is intended to have it printed 
and ready for distribution to the members immediately after the open- 
ing of the Session, so as to give them as much time as possible to make 
themselves thoroughly acquainted with its contents when it comes on 
for discussion. The precise day for the opening of Parliament has not 
yet been definitely fixed, but it is expected to be somewhere about the 
26th of October; nor is it known whether the ceremony will be per- 
formed by the Emperor in person or by deputy. The Budget for the 
Administration of the Imperial Railways is the only one that hasas yet 
been sent to the Bundesrath. In it the receipts for 1875 are put down 
at 36,030,000 reichs marks, against 36,840,000 marks for 1874, being 
less by $10,000 marks than last year, in consequence of the reduction 
in fares and freights. The receipts are composed of the following 
items : —From yassenger fares, 9,974,400 marks; from goods traffic, 
23,970,000 marks ; and other sources, 2,085,000 marks. he regular 
and ordinary expenditure is estimated at 28,980,000 marks, leaving a 
surplus of 7,050,000 marks, against 7,637,979 marks for the year 1874, 
consequently 587,979 marks less than last year’s estimates. Amongst 
the items of expenditure are the following :—Salaries, 6,845,220 marks ; 
administration, 778,260 marks ; repairs and renewal of permanent way, 
6,113,130 marks, transport expenses, 6,675,660 marks. The extraordi- 
nary expenses for 1875 are only 295,723 marks, of which 282,123 marks 
are the third instalment of the guaranteed subsidy towards the con- 
struction of the St. Gothard Railway and Tunnel, and 13,600 marks as 
the third instalment of the purchase money for the Colmar and Mun- 
ster Railway, taken over by the State. 

Further accounts havo been received from Japan, with details of the 
murder of the German Acting Consul at Hakodadi, Herr Haber, from 
which it appears that it was not a premeditated act towards him perso- 
nally, and still less a political vengeance. It seems that by virtue of 
an ancient barbarous custom of tho Japanese, more honoured in the 
breach than the observance, when a native feels himself aggrieved or 
insulted by a foreigner, he is bound to take his revenge by killing that 
person, or some other forcigner, He therefore proceeds through the 
public streets armed with his two swords, and attacks the first foreigner 
he meets, something Jike the Malay custom uf “running a muck.” 
This happened to be unfortunately the inoffensive Herr Haber. The 
asyassin having cleared his conscience by taking revenge on his innocent 
victim delivered himself quietly up to the authorities for punishment, 
and will stand his trial before the local Tribunal of Justice. 

The new law for compulsory civil marriages comes into operation on 
the Ist October; and itis a curious fact that as the law requires a 
fortnight’s notice to be given to the registrar, and this cannot be done 
before the above date, no weddings can be celebrated in the whole of 
Prussia before the second half of October. 

Although we have still three months before the new currency becomes 
exclusively the legal medium for all transactions, the coins are already 
coming into use among the retail trade and the public generally and 
the Post-office gives notice that new postage stamps in the new cur- 
rency are in course of preparation, and will be issued in December. 
The public are, however, warned not to buy a larger supply of the pre- 
sent stamps than may be required till the end of the year, as after that 
period they will have no value. This applics more particularly to those 
values that do not fit into the new currency. The bakers, brewers, 
butchers, and other tradesmen of this city have held meetings to con- 
cert measures what prices they shall put upon their commodities in 
retailing them to the public. The new law for weights and measures 
according to the metrical decimal system has now been in operation for 
two years, and is fully understood and appreciated, having experienced 
lese difficulties than were apprehended. The length of a metre and 
the contents of a litre are now familiar to buyers and sellers, the only 
alteration that has been arbitrarily introduced—and it is not an illegal 
act, as the law is silent on the subject—is a tendency to buy and sell 
cloth, silk, ribbons, and other articles of long measure by the half- 
metre, it being found that the metre, which is more than a yard, is in- 
conveniently long. In the same way the Saxon stocking weavers and 
wholesale dealers in hosiery have given public notice that from and 
after the 1st January next they shall no longer sell by the dozen of 
twelve, but by the dizaine of ten. It cannot be denied that this is 
strictly in accordance with the decimal system ; but unless the French 
alter their terms in the same way for the sale of their gloves, soap, 
and other articles of their industry and manufactures—and they are 
not likely to follow any example set by their late antagonists—lI fear 
it will give rise to much confusion and difficulties. For instance, if 
champagne and other French wines in bottles are no longer to be sold 
by the dozen, the size of the cases and baskets hitherto in use must 
undergo a corresponding alteration. ;

native Princes which Sir H. ORD introduced into the public 
service of the Straits ; and that order is dated the 6th of 
June, just a few days after Lord STANLEY had called the 
Colonial Secretary’s attention to the subject. The coinci- 
dence may be purely accidental, but when we remember 
that Mr. ALABASTER’S complaint in reference to Siamese 
presents to Sir H. Orp dates as far back as 1868, and that 
the charge of his taking presents, which Lord STANLEY 
read from the Straits Times, was published in August, 1873, 
it looks as if the views of the Colonial-office not only were 
slow in ripening, but as if they never would have attained 
maturity but for the genial heat of Parliamentary publicity. 


THE bare idea of our Government permitting the emi- 
gration of coolies from India to Peru makes one shudder. 
We have for many years struggled to put down the Macao 
coolie trade, and our efforts have been rewarded with suc- 
cess, It is therefore with no little consternation that we 
hear of a proposal by the Peruvian Government to the 
Government of India that coolie emigration to Peru— 
which means the Guano Islands—should be permitted. 
From a letter from Sir Louris MALLET to the Secretary of 
the Aborigines Society, we are glad to find that no such 
application has been made. e must however express 
our disappointment that Sir Lours MALLET’s letter is not 
couched in more emphatic terms, denoting the aversion of 
the Indian Government to any such proposition. We should 
have thought that the Marquis of SALISBURY would have 
directed a reply to the effect that no such proposition 
would be entertained for one moment. While on this 
subject we wish to point out that the Convention lately 
concluded by the Peruvian Envoy, Senor GaARcIA, at 
Peking, stipulates that a Commission of Inquiry is to be 
despatched by the Chinese Government to Peru, to inquire 
into the treatment of the coolies, and on its report it will 
be decided whether the emigration of Chinese coolies, 
which is now suspended, will be resumed. It is quite clear 
that, having brought the Peruvians to almost a dead-lock 
for want of labour, they will now see that the coolies are 
treated with humanity. 





ANOTHER victim has just been added to the list of un- 
offending persons who have been murdered by fanatical 
Japanese. We allude to the slaughter of Mr. L. HABER, 
the German Consul at Hakodadi. Possibly this last straw 
may break the back of the official camel, and lead to some 
action on the part of the Treaty Powers by which these 
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Sh 
crimes will be prevented in the future. So long as the 
sword is allowed to be the inseparable companion of the 
Japanese, sane or lunatic, we may look for more of these 
horrible occurrences at intervals, and as compensation ig 
generally offered and accepted for such atrocities, they 
have begun to be regarded in the light of an ordinary 
debtor and creditor account between the parties concerned. 
But in the case of Mr. HABER, who is the representative - 
of a Government not slow in avenging any injury to its 
representatives, it is be hoped matters will be different. 
No monetary consideration should prevent measures being 
taken whereby the recurrence of a tragedy like the one in 
question would be rendered impossible, and society in 
Japan will benefit materially by an edict which would 
convert the Japanese body swords into ploughshares. 
With the strides lately made throughout the country to- 
wards civilisation, it is an anomaly to retain such a relic 
of barbarism. 


WE understand that the Admiralty have received ad- 
vices from China which state that, owing to the present 
unsettled state of affairs hetween that country and Japan, 
a conference is advisable between Her MAJESTY’S Minister 
at Peking and the Naval Commander-in-Chief, and from 
information from Vice-Admiral SHADWELL, it appears that 
a meeting has been arranged to take place on October 3rd 
at Shanghai. We are informed that in addition to the 
vessels now under orders for the China station, our fleet 
there is likely to be reinforced by two or three corvettes, 


WE must congratulate both Lord CARNARVON and the 
colonists of Mauritius upon the appointment of Sir ARTHUR 
PHAYRE to the vacant governorship. After a long and 
distinguished career in India, extending over forty years, 
Sir ARTHUR has attained a very high reputation, and he 
has shown ample proof of his administrative capacity in 
Burmah. His Excellency will leave by the French mail 
steamer of the 25th October. 


WE understand that a scheme is being organised by 
Messrs. SIEMENS Brothers for a submarine cable from 
Queensland to Singapore, and from there on to China and 
India, as well as a line between Sydney and New Zealand. 
The proposed project is stated to have the support of the 
Government of Queensland, New South Wales, and New 
Zealand, who guarantee £50,000 per annum. 


THE Journal Offciel of Paris announces that, by a de- 
cree dated 30th Sept., the contre-amiral DuPERRE, chief of 
the staff of the Admiralty, is nominated Governor of 
French Cochin-China and commandant-in-chief of the 
naval division of Indo-China, in the place of the conére- 
aniral DUPRE. The contre-amiral GARNAULT succeeds M. 
DUPERRE. 


By the last mail from Singapore we are glad to see that 
the Colonial-office has given the Governor instructions to 
refer to the merchants for opinions on the proposed Emi- 
gration ordinance. We are still of opinion that legislation 
will be only mischievous, and will not secure the protection 
which is sought for. 


THE mail from India reports—The surviving members of 
the French Embassy to Mandalay, who left Moulmein with 
the idea of proceeding overland to Cochin China, have 
returned, the expedition having met with a series of mis: 
fortunes, 





TueE Portuguese transport India, from Lisbon, took out 
military reinforcements for the colony of Macao, to the 
extent of 236 men and officers, fuurteen wives, and eight 
passengers. 


WE hear that further retirements from the Chinese Con- 
sular service have been decided on, including Mr. J. P. M. 
Fraser. Mr. DAVENPORT, Vice-Consul at Shanghai, pro- 
ceeds to his post this month. 
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THE HONG KONG MERCHANT SHIPPING 
CONSOLIDATION ORDINANCE, 1874. 

It affords us much satisfaction to see Imperial and Colo- 
nial reforms marching hand in hand, as it were, in matters 
that relate to our merchant shipping, for it is a subject 
which, having regard for the vast commercial interests of 
this nation in all quarters of the globe, demands the gravest 
consideration and attention from those placed in authority. 
But lately we noticed the China and Japan Maritime Order 
in Council, 1874, by which Shanghai was made a foreign 
port of British registry, and we have now to record the 
first reading by the Legislative Council of Hong Kong. Of 
the important Ordinance, the title of which we have pre- 
fixed to this notice, we heartily congratulate the Acting 
Attorney-General of the Colony, the Hon. T. C. HAYLLAR 
on the energy and care which he has bestowed on this 
measure, and his Excellency the Governor on the wisdom 
which dictated its preparation. This Ordinance has been 
drawn up in order “to consolidate and amend the laws 
“ relating to merchant shipping, the duties of the harbour 
“ master, and the control and management of the waters of 
“ the Colony, and the regulation of vesscls navigating the 
“game.” The measure before us is, in consequence, neces- 
sarily a voluminous one, occupying twenty-nine pages of 
The Hong Kong Government Guzette of August 1. We must, 
therefore, confine ourselves principally to an explanation 
of its objects and reasons. This Ordinance, which is, in 
point of fact, a Colonial Merchant Shipping Act, and deals 
with other matters besides that an Act of the Imperial 
Parliament would not touch, contains forty-two sections, 
and these are further subdivided into numerous sub-sections 
and other subsidiary clauses. The subject-matter of the 
measure is arranged under four main headings, termed 
Parts I. to IV., viz., Merchant Shipping and Seamen, Regu- 
lation and Control of the Waters of the Colony, and of 
Vessels Navigating the same, Regulation of Junks and 





Small Boats, and Miscellaneous ; four Schedules of Fees are ! 


also annexed. 

Part I. provides regulations for British and Colonial 
ships, regulations concerning safety (a highly important 
chapter), Marine Courts, and a Board of Examiners, and 
it further treats of Shipping and Discharge of Seamen, 
Boarding-Houses for the same, their Health, Medicines, 
and Medical Stores, Desertion and other offences by Sea- 
men, and Distressed Seamen. Part II. first lays down 
sundry is sia ae on various subjects as indicated by its 
title, and then deals with Lighthouses, Buoys, or Beacons, 
and the Importation and Storage of Gunpowder. Part III. 
treats of a subject which in our own country is, we be- 
lieve, under local, as opposed to Governmental, manage- 
ment, but which in a port situated as that of Hong Kong 
is, demands special treatment. This portion of the Ordi- 
nance under consideration lays down rules with great care 
for the due licensing and control of Junks, Fishing Ves- 
sels, Boats, Cargo Boatmen, &c. Part IV. provides for 
Penalties and Fees, and repeals certain Ordinances and 
sections of Ordinances, ranging from No. 14 of 1845 to 
No. 1 of 1874; certain specified matters, however, are ex- 
cepted from the operation of this repeal. 

Having enumerated the principal points with which the 
Ordinance deals, we proceed to pass briefly in review the 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL elaborate “Statement of Objects 
and Reasons.” The Ordinance, he says, has been framed 
with a twofold object. ‘With reference to the former of 
“ these, the factthatthe local carrying trade has now passed, 
“in so great a measure, from sailing vessels to steam- 
“¢ ships has necessitated the introduction here (Hong Kong) 
“ of those clauses of the Imperial Acts which pertain specially 
“to safety and the prevention of accidents in the employ- 
“ ment of steamers. And as to the latter, the collection 
“‘ together and rearrangement of the many and frequently 
“< intricate provisions with reference to shipping, which from 
“¢ time have become law since 1845, have become advisable 
“ as a matter of convenience ; the more especially as certain 
“ actual changes in the law are required, which a consoli- 
* dating Ordinance affords a favourable opportunity of in- 
“ troducing.” Chapter I. of the first part contains very 
material and important modifications of an old Ordinance 
(No. 4 of 1855); these are required because “ the class of 
“ vessels to which it mainly applied, viz., junks and lorchas 
“ trading between this Colony and the open ports on the Can- 
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“ ton river, either no longer exists, or does not seek registra- 
“ tion under the Ordinance ; and its provisions are now only, 
“ or neatly only, taken advantage of by Chinese residents 
“ within the colony, not being British subjects, who regis- 
“ ter steamers under it ; a class of ship to which its provi- 
“ sions were obviously never intended to apply. a 
“The only reason for not repealing the Ordinance altoge- 
“ther is that so doing would deprive Chinese residents, 
“ not being British subjects, of the privilege of using the 
“ British flag, which they have hitherto enjoyed.” Hitherto 
ships with only a colonial register have not been required 
to .carry certificated masters, mates, or engineers, but 
“such a state of law is obviously unsatisfactory, and it 
“ig therefore proposed by paragraph IIT. to place all such 
“ ships (junks, of course, excepted) upon the same footing 
“as vessels holding Imperial registers.” As thé ATTOR- 
NEY-GENERAL very truly observes, ‘“‘ This step is demanded 
a3 a measure of safety,” and we must own to some surprise 
at this rule never having been introduced before. Chapter 
IL. is a very important one, and we hope that its provisions 
for the safety of passengers in a region where shipwrecks 
are not uncommon will be most rigidly enforced. Section 
VII., again, which enacts penalties for carrying passengers 
in excess of the numbers allowed by the certificate, is a 
very necessary one, in view of the large business which 
has now grown up connected with the conveyance of 
Chinese passengers by steamers between the Colony and 
ports not within the purview of the Chinese Passengers Act, 
1855. By par. 3 the Governor (in Council) will, for the first 
time, have the power of prohibiting the conveyance of deck 
passengers—a power which during the more inclement 
season of the year may be usefully exercised. Section 
VIII. (survey of unseaworthy ships) is the same as Ordi-- 
nance No. 1 of 1874, except that “in paragraph 3 the 
“words ‘out of the Colonial revenue’ have been sub- 
“ stituted, by direction of the Secretary of State, for the 
“‘ words ‘ out of moneys to be provided by the Imperial 
“ Parliament.’” Section IX., on a cognate subject, is new 
to colonial legislation. Chapter III. proposes to make cer- 
tain useful alterations in the constitution of Marine Courts ; 
and Chapter IV. will extend “the powers conferred on the 
“ Board of Examiners by Ordinance No. 17 of 1860 to the 
“examination and certifying of engineers,” who before 
were not required to hold certificates. The }rovisions of 
Chapter VIIL, which relate to Medicines and Medical 
Stores, are not at present, though they certainly ought to 
be, in operation in the colony. Chapter IX. paragraph & 
proposes to extend certain provisions of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1854, relating to the offences of British 
seamen to men employed on foreign ships within the juris- 
diction of the colony. This has been called for by the 
previously existing difficulty of dealing with insubordinate 
seamen in foreign ships, which has given rise to complaints 
from foreign Consuls) By paragraph 7, however, “the 
“operation of the whole section may be suspended in re- 
“ gard to the ships of any foreign nation at the request of 
“ its Consul.” 

By Chapter I. of Part II. the regulations, which have 
hitherto been confined to a certain portion of Colonial 
waters, defined as the “harbour,” are now wisely ex- 
tended to the whole, for ‘‘much inconvenience has been 
“ felt on more than one occasion from vessels anchoring in 
“ Colonial waters outside the prescribed limits, and thus, 
“ while taking advantage of the port, keeping free of its 
“ necessary regulations,” and to prevent any misconcep- 
tion as to its meaning, the term ‘Colonial waters” is 
very clearly defined in the preliminary portion of the 
Ordinance. Paragraph 3 of Section XXIII, which requires 
ships arriving from ports where infectious diseases are 
prevalent to report the same, is new to the colony, but is 
very necessary to prevent the introduction of small-pox, 
&c., into the island. Paragraph 4 of Section XXV. is also 
new. Its necessity arises from the great increase in the 
use of steam-launches in the waters of the colony, a class 
of vessels which at present is not subject to any kind of 
regulation. By Sections XXVII. and XXVIII, which 
deal with “Removal of Obstructions” and ‘ Moorings,” 
powers are conferred on the harbour-master which he does 
ae ad possess, and which are obviously necessary and _ 
useful. 

Chapter 2 of Part III. “ proposes to place in the hands 
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“ of the Governor in Council the licensing and management 
“ of all the small craft plying in the colonial waters for 
“hire, and of all that numerous class of boats used by the 
“Chinese as residences, by means of regulations,” the 
latter being at present under no regulation at all. With 
regard to the objects sought to be attained under this 
head, the ATTORNEY-GENERAL observes that ‘“ the conve- 
nience of the public will, it is thought, be better met by 
“entrusting the making of rules for the control of all 
“ craft of this class to the Executive than by embodying 
“the rules for their Government in an Ordinance. As 
“ such regulations must of necessity mainly consist of mere 
“matters of detail, it is of importance that they should 
“ more readily admit of alteration or amendment than is 
“ possible when they form the subject of legislative enact- 
“ ment.” 

In conclusion, while expressing a hope that this very 
useful measure may very soon become law, it may be as 
well that we should point out that by Section XL. it is 
provided that “an abstract of such portions of this Ordi- 
“ nance as the Governor in Council may direct, shall be 
“ delivered to the master of every vessel upon her entering 
“the waters of the Colony” for his information and tem- 
porary use, so that none will be able to plead ignorance of 
the regulations with which they are required to comply. 








Monetary and Commercial, 


The half yearly report of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of 
India, London, and China has been issued to the shareholders. 
The statement of accounts to 30th June shows a net profit of 
£41,871 138. 4d., including £1,661 11s. 4d. brought forward 
from last year’s profit and loss account. An ad interim dividend 
at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum (free of income-tax) is 
declared, leaving a balance of £11,871 13s. 4d., which is carried 
forward to next account. The death of Mr. I. I. Mackenzie is 
alluded to, and Mr. J. N. Bullen will be proposed at the meeting 
for election as a_ director, in the room of Sir William Grey, 
K.C.S.L, resigned. 

At the meeting of the shareholders of the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia, and China on 21st inst. the directors will re- 
commend an interim dividend for the half-year to 30th June 
last at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, free of income tax. 

The annual report of the directorsof Palmer’s Shipbuilding 
and Iron Company (Limited) states that all the departments 
(except the ship yard, in respect to the old contracts taken before 
the advance in prices and completed during the year) had given 
satisfactory results ; and but for the unfortunate and annoying 
losses on those old ship contracts and the bad debt made with a 
firm in Glasgow, the profits of the year would have been satis- 
factory, and the directors would have been enabled to declare a 
liberal dividend. The net profits were £25, 103, and the directors 
recommend a dividend at the rate of 24 per cent. per annum, 
which would absord £22,522. The reserve fund remains at 
£30,000, and the share capital at £900,880. 

At the meeting of the Mauritius Land Credit and Agency 
Company (Limited) the directors’ report and statement of ac- 
counts was adopted, and a dividend declared for the half-year 
ended 30th June of 2s. per share, making, with the interim 
dividend declared in March last, a distribution of 10 per cent. 
for the year. 

The directors of the New London and Brazilian Bank (Limited) 
recommend the payment of a dividend of 7s. per share, making, 
with the interim dividend paid in April last, the dividend for the 
year 12s. per share, or six per cent., free of income tax. 

The directors of Reuters Telegram Company (Limited) have 
declared the usual interim dividend at the rate of 5 per cent. 
Ee annum, free of income-tax, for the half-year ending 30th June 
ast, 





The P. and O. steamer 7eheran, and others to follow, will 
bring a shipment of Japanese gold coin. It would appear from 
this that the Japanese Government are compelled to make use 
of this coin as a remittance to this country for payment of in- 
terest on loans and other engagements. It is not long since that 
bar gold was shipped out to turn into coin, and it can hardly be 
@ paying transaction to send it here to be melted down again. It 
would also appear that the issue of notes continues in enormous 
quantities, and the good intention of having a metallic currency 
is as yet unaccomplished. 

The Gordon Castle has brought into dock about 100 tons of 

d tea. Precautions have been taken to prevent its being 
fixed up and sold for consumption. 

The purchase of the steamer Gunga, 800 tons register, and 
220-horse power, has been arranged for the service of Messrs. 
Larrieu and Roque on their contract with the French Govern- 
ment for running steamers in Cochin-China. 

The market for Bar Silver continues depressed, and the price 
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at 578d. per oz. exhibits no change. The demand has been 
chiefly for Russia. Mexican Dollars, brought by the St. Nazaire 
and West India steamers, about £60,000 in value, have been 
sold at 564d. per oz., showing a rise of 3d. per oz. They have 
been taken principally for China. 


ARTICLES OF IMPORT.

With few important exceptions a dull tone has prevailed in 
the Produce Markets, and prices are frequently cheaper. Tea 
has been steady, with moderate business. Silk continues to im- 
prove. Coffee after some fluctuation, has taken a decided down- 
ward course, and a considerable decline has occurred towards the 
close. Sugar has continued active, and shows a further advance, 
Cutch has also improved. The demand for Rice has improved, 
especially for floating cargoes, which are 6d. higher. and 
Tapioca are unaltered. Pepper has continued flat, and prices are 
lower. In other Spices few alterations have taken place. Hemp 
is unusually inactive, Coir Goods are generally dull, and com- 
mon sorts of Yarn continue to decline in value. Sticklac and 
Gambier are lower. The Market for Tin has been dull, and the 
price for Straits at the close is 10s. lower. 


TEA. 

Messrs. Arthur Capel and Co.'s Circular says :— Our market has been 
very steady during the past weck, but the amouut of business has been 
only moderate, the fresh samples on the market being few until the 
30th ult., when those ex “Indus,” ‘ Cassandra,” and ‘ Cheops” were 
placed on offer. Prices on the whole have been well maintained, ths 
market being strengthened by the small quantity offered at public sale, 
without reserve, comprising only about 13,800 packages, of which 
13,100 packages were sold. The deliveries for the week as compared 
with last year are as follows :—

Pak Lin kinds are in good 
request at former rates. Black-leaf kinds: Common to fair remain in 
moderate demand, without alteration in price ; fair to good medium 
kinds have been fairly maintained, but a few sales of Oopak kinds 
show rather easier rates; fine have been firm with a mode- 
rate business; in finest there is no change to notice. New-make 
kinds: Common have been sold at 11d. per lb.; fair to good 
from 1s. 2d. to 1s, 4d. have been in demand, prices showing no 
change. Sotichongs show no material alteration. Business in 
Ovlongs has been moderate, the supply on offer being leas; the 
fine Formosa kinds have been enquired for. Scented Teas.—Canton 
Capers have sold rather irregularly, but on the whole prices have been 
fairly supported, the finer kinds being most in demand. Foo Chow kinds 
show no quotable alteration. Canton Orange Pekoes have been rather 
more zaleable, but without improvement in prices. Foo Chow kinds, 
from recent arrivals, have been freely offered, and sales made have been 
a shade lower in price. (Green Teas.—The demand continues rather 
limited, and prices forall but the finer kinds of Moyune must be quoted 
rather easier. 

SILK. 

Messrs. Durant and Co.'s Circular says:—We have at last to report 
an improved state of things in Silk. The extremely low range of 
prices has induced general attention, even of outside speculators to 
some small extent, and throughout the whole of the past month we 
have had fair current business with gradually hardening pieces till we 
find quotations in many cases 6d. to 1s. above the lowest moment. The 
deliv ‘ries show very large figures in comparison with recent years. 
Japa. Silk had scarcely shared in the general doings, probably because 
little new Silk has yet come forward, and partially also in consequence 
of the announcement of a large public sale of 800 bales “ without re- 
serve” on the lst inst., but within the last week some large parcels, pro- 
bably 400 bales, have been sold “for arrival” at full rates. In Canton 
Silk the market has been cleared of all this season's arrivals, but with- 
out improvement in prices. Arrivals in September :—Bengal, 266 
bales ; China, 8,008; Japan, 260; Canton, 332. The public sale 8 
concluded. The Silk was generally taken freely, the larger portion at 
an advance of probably 1s. per lb. upon the prices of August.
